City holds owners responsible for tenants, 
but offers little help in solving problem

GRANITE CITY — Pity the poor landlord. 

He or she faces city structural, electrical and 
plumbing code inspections before~# home can. be 
“rented. Then, inspections continue to make sure 
that trash is picked up, junk is hauled away and 
weeds are cut down. 

If violations are found, the landlord is held 
responsible and, if necessary, taken to court and 
fined. Tat holds true even if the tenants were the 
actual violators. 

“The city has all kinds of ways to get us,”’ said 
landlord Jacqueline Yeager. ‘‘But when- we need 
help getting rid- of the ~people~who~are actually 
causing the trouble, it seems like they can’t lift a 
finger.” 


If a landlord is lucky, she said, it ‘‘only’’ takes 


30 to 60 days to get rid of a tenant who’s trashing . 


the property. 

During that time, she said, the tenant isn’t likely 
to have a soft spot for the landlord who is kicking 
him out and the destruction may continue with an 
ingreased vigor.. 

And the landiord is helpless to do anything, she - 
said. 

“You can’ stand on. the sidewalk ‘and listen to 
breaking glass and falling plaster, but you can’t go 
in — that would. be trespassing,’’ she said. “‘Some- 
times we're lucky to have anything left 


Jacqueline and. Jerry Yeager, who own a num- ' 


ber of residential buildings in Granite’City, are not 
absentee landlords. Nor ‘do they hidé behind the 
name of a holding-or management company. 

As required by city ordinance, each of the Yeag-- 
ers’ apartments is inspected.by the.city between 
tenants. When the Sanitatién Department calls 
with a problem with trash or weeds, they take 
care of the problem. 


“We follow the rules,’” Jacqueline said. “There

WASHINGTON — The thought 
of convicted drug dealers payi ing 
their—deBts—to—society—by- 
ing out boots, gloves and office 
equipment for the federal gov- 
ernment has strong appeal 
among lawmakers faced with a 
growing prison population. 

But for Sen. Alan Dixon, 
D-Belleville, the prospect of an 
expanding federal prison work 
program snatching lucrative 
government contracts away from 
Tllinois-based companies. includ- 
ing the Belleville Shoe Manufac- 
turing Co.-in his hometown. is 
not attractive. 

At the urging of a coalition of 
small businesses, Dixon has 
introduced legislation to weaken 
a law requiring government

Dixon claims the law effec- 
tively eliminates competitive 
bidding in many of the 250 prod-

WASHINGTON — U.S 
Department of Education offi- 
cials never investigated an 
alleged financial misappropria- 
tion scandal at Parks College of 
St. Louis University, Cahokia, 
according to a department 
spokesman. 

“An investigation (at Parks 
College) has not been performed 
to our knowledge,’’ Lydia Biehl, 
a desk officer for the Office of 
the «Inspector General, said 
through the spokesman. 

In April, David Duke, a for- 
mer Parks College employee, 
filed a million-dollar lawsuit in 
U.S. District Court against two 
university officials. 

Duke said he was fired after 
he charged college officials with 
misappropriation of federal 
funds. ‘He accused the school's 
dean of external programs and 
the Title ILI coordinator of 
diverting funds from the intend- 
ed programs to others, without 


According to a Cahokia-Dupo 
Journal article in June, Duke 
said the officials used the funds 
to-pay for-services-and-supplies 
in the general office and admin- 
istration department. 


Duke, the former director of 
the college’s Diagnostic and Pre- 
scriptive Center, intended to use 
the money for basic-skills 
assessment and remedial train-_ 
ing programs, according to the 
article. 

Following his complaints, 
Duke was terminated; the firing 
occurred after the funding for 
his position was cut in half, the 
article said. 

In June, Robert W. Stewart, 
the attorney representing Parks 
College, claimed Duke's allega- 
tions ‘twere strictly concocted,” 
adding that “the Department of 
Education did an investigation 
and found no violations or 
impropriety.""
